Intsn Horses. —~ The Council of the 
Royal Agricultural Society of Ireland, 
while adopting a memorial to her Majesty 
to appoint a commission to inquire into 
the best mode of improving the breed of 
horses, have themselves taken effective 
measures, as far as in themselves lies, to 
accomplish the same object. Ata meeting 
of the Council on Thursday week, Lord 
St. Lawrence made a proposal for the 
holding of a horse show in Dublin next 
April. The Royal Dublin Society had 
granted the use of their yards for the 
purpose. A guarantee fund had been set 
on foot to meet the expenses and to 
furnish prizes, which, in a few days, 
amounted to upwards of £500, all tha 
was required. The Lord Lieutenant, in 
conjunction with the nobility and gentry 
of Ireland, was willing to assist in 
the movement and to contribute prizes, 
The first would be for thorongh- 
bred horses, - calculated to tmprove the 
breed of hunters.

Mr. Sothern shows not only his versatility, but that power in which 
he excels any actor now on the stage, except Charles Matthews, of making up a 
natural succession of natural “ business" in the theatre, which is one of the 
best tests of a good actor, Matthews has this power in perfection; but his 
range of personification is ered limited by his inability to pourtray strong, 
or deep emotion. Sothern has in him the stuff of a serious, as well asa light 
actor, and though this is sparingly called on in the new entertainment, there 
are glimpses of it given, which ix a great relief to the performance. We do not 
see why “Bunkum Muller" should not prove anew monster nugget to both 
actor and manager, and even give anew vitality to Lord Dundreary, who ought 
to be dead, one would think, by this time. 

The rovival of the “Comedy of Errors” at the Princess's has met with de- 
serving encouragement. That the play has not been more frequently per- 
formed of late yeitrs may be accounted for by the difficulty of finding close 
resemblances of feature among particular me nbers of acompany. The aids 
to stage illusion derived from the resources of the dressing-room may ba de- 
pended on to acertain extent, but to secure a perfect embodiment of each 
Antipholus and each Dromio nature is required to come to the assistance 
of art, Itis to the discovery of an instance in which this rare combination 
has taken place that we are now indebted for the production of the comedy in 
its present carefully compressed form, The Brothers Webb are two comedians 
who, it would appear, have lately resolved to turn their remarkable family 
likeness to profitable account, and their histrionic experience has enabled 
them to do this to the best advantage, The effect produced upon 
provincial audiences by their representation of the two Dromios was 
wufficlently Sespures ing, to Silinon them to venture befora a London public, 
with whom they had long peaviously found favour—the one, Mr, Henry Webb, 
as a favourite actor at the Surrey and Marylebone theatres, when Mra, Warner 
had thero planted the Shakspearian standard; and the other, Mr. Charles 
Webb, os a skilful writer of dramas for the minor stage. The result has 
completely justified the atep they have taken. The actors are go alike in form 
and face, voice and style, that during the progress of the comedy it was scarcely 
possible to dtstinguish them apart; and when they appeared together at the 
close of the last scene, where the one of Syracuse is first brought side by side 
with the one of Ephesus, the amazement of the audience, at the exact counter- 
part each presented of the other, found tho strongest expression. Both play 
with great force of humour, and ths Shakspearian clown of this class, has 
rarely found more fitting representatives, Tne diversion arising from the 
series of lndicrous mistakes in which they are involved, was fairly to be at. 
tributed as much to their quaint drollery as to their extraordinary similarity,

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FIGHT IN THE BRISTOL DISTRICT BETWEBN 
JEMMY WILLIAMS AND YOUNG BURKE, FOR £10 
A SIDE. 


Ox Monday, according to arrangement, the men’s backers and a strong 
muster of the Bristol fancy met on the Great Western platform to meet tho 
8.40 train, the place named being Box, a distance of 18 miles. On arriving at 
the fashionable town of Bath there was a strong muster waiting to join our 
party, after a pleasant ride we came to our destination very quiet, we pro- 
ceeded along some very dirty lanes, till we came to a bit of low land, called 
Made-for-Ever, where the ring was quickly pitched; then there was choosing 
the referee, which office no one cared to fulfil, at last a well-cnown pnblican 
consented to take the office.

Grace ig exceedingly cleaver in the fleld, to say that 
he has no pretensions to bowling talent, to attempt 
to prove that he is notan oxtremely tine bataman were 
arrant foolery, Mr. Grace is exceedingly expert at ull 
points, He can srive tremendously ; he can hit to leg 
very prettily and judiciously, and he can cut splen- 
didly. His driving, however, is by far the best part 
of his play, and the only fault I can ssibly find with 
itis that he sometimes oversteps ibe bounds of dis- 
cretion in meeting a ball that other players-~Mort- 
lock, Hayward, Carpenter, Daft, Anderson—would 
“get back to.” One remarkable eculiarity, as I have 
observed in a former article, is noticeable in Mr. 
Grace's play, and it {s one which cannot be con- 
sidered otherwise than very ungraceful and uncricket- 
like. Balls that should be hit away to* the off,” he will, } 
with the utmost impunity, drag right over to “the on” side, frequently 
making by this play a great number of runs. Mr, Grace is certainly not a 
model batsman. He has, however, perhaps, the sharpest eye of any cricketer 
alive, and this, coupled with a capital nerve, and tripled with a wonderful 
quick perception of the pitches of the balla enables him to make the seores 
which for the last three seasons have made his name famous in cricket records, 
asabowler, Mr, Grace ranks inthe middle class. Hoe has a wonderfully 
good pitch; his balls always get up bale height and he ts unerringly true to the 
wicket, but on the whole he comes under the category denominated by pro- 
fessionals “plain bowlers.” Like Grundy, Slinn, Caffyn, Tom Ifayward, and 
Tom Sewell, you miy play his bowling till it becomes so cemmon 
and easy that ho would not bowl you in a week, except by chance, 
Indeed, as may be seen by a reference to the matches in which he 
played last season, he is always peculiarly at home amongst amateurs ;

hut the professionals “play him ‘Nike fun." For pace, Mr. Grace's 
medium is round-arm; and fast, underhand-—the latter very often doing 
tremendous execution, but Tam of opinion that underhand bowling: is to be 
deprecated, as it has not the appearance of real cricket. As oa fielder, Mr. 
Grace ranks in the very ‘tirst flight” He handles the ball with marvellous 
quickness and dexterity, returning it like an arrow. Gloucestershire may well 
be proud of him, 

William Mortlock, who hails from Surrey, has lately won the disiinguished 
appellation of * Stonewall” in consequence of his really mugnificent batting. 
oue of the finest treats a man can possibly enjoy: {s to see Mortlock bat against 
fine bowling—Tarrant, Jackson, Wooton, Ike Hodson, forinstance, His defence 
is magnificent, if anything, flavouring too much of the old school, but safe and 
sure as death itself, Mortlock, too, can hit; he drives “straight on" very 
heavily, indeed, and he hits to leg superbly, His“ cutting” isnot distinguished by 
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any super-excellence, althongh he has been known 
to make some very brilliant offairives. As a bowler, 
“ Stonewall” does not shine. He has been known, it 
is true, to chuck Jobs, something like Lockyer's, bat 
he only does this when all the other bowlers aré 
beaten or used up. As a‘ flelder,” Mortlock is exceed: 
ingly smart and agile—a statement which is proved 
by the fact that he is invariably the Surrey long-stop. 

“Edgar Wilsher, without exception the most civil and 
obliging cricketer I ever met, is more distinguished as 
a bowler than asa batsman. He is, however, very clever 
as a“ bat,” and has frequently rendered great service 
to his county (Kent) in that capacity. But it is as% 
bowler that he shines most.. Lefthanded, very fast 
very true, with a fine spin from the off-side of tho 
wicket, ha was at one time, and is now, by some ¢X- 
cellent judges, considered the best—absolutely the best 
—bowler in England; and my opinion is that this is 
not far from the truth. Last season he was not quite 
so destructive to wickets, but in '60, in '61,fand ‘62 his 
average was hardly ever surpassed. He is vory clever 
in the field—in temper as imperturable as the famous 
* Jemmy” Grandy—and it is a positive pleasare to be 
in his company. He is a credit to English cricketers, 
and I'am only sorry that captious objections to the 
manner.in which he delivers his balls should have 
been the means offpreventing him from accompanying 
the English Eleven to Australia, 

I must now draw this article to a close. In my 
next I shall speak of Carpenter, Hayward, R. Daly 
George Parr, and Anderson.

DISGRACEFUL PROCBEDINGS AT THE F 
BETWEEN SMITH AND ALLEN IN THE rrvene

Sowr time ago, Harry Allen, of Birmingham, and: Bob Smith (Jem. Clark's 
Ebony), were matched to fight at 10st 6lb, for £30 a side. From the com- 
mencement, & vast amount of interest has been attached thereto, and specula- 
tion very spirited, both men being backed freely at evens, Allen, shortly after 
the articles had been drawn, entered into strict training at Mr. Kaye's, King's 
Arme, Egremont, under the eye of Jom Hodgkiss, the celebrated trainer, who 
is deserving of every credit for the splendid condition in which he brought 
his man to the mark. Robert took his breathings in the neighbourhood 
of Aintree, at the renowned Peter Taylor's, under Simon Finighty, The 
reports from training quarters have, from time to time, been of a most 
flattering nature—and all ring-goers were on tip-toe in the expectation of witness- 
ing a fair stand-up battle. Allen is well-known in the Birmingham Ring, 
having beaten Clarke, for £12 a side, in 29 rounds, and 46 min,, April, 1861; 
and Fisher, £10 a aide, 44 rounds, 65 min.; he also fought a draw with Morris 
Phelan (after two meetings), and other engagements, in which he conducted 
himself as a very straightforward, manly, and scientific boxer. The battle 
under notice makes up the second in the Ebony's career—having previously 
fought and defeated Harry Burgess, for £50 in September last, at 
Gwesper, Point of Ayr. The ceremony of weighing took place at Clark's, 
Noughton-sireet, on Monday last, when both men scaled well within 
the stipulated weight, Allen being about one pound the bigger man- 

ie excitement. in the evening was not what might have. been. ex 
pected, considering the stake at. issue. Nevertheless, tho respéctive 
quarters of the men were vety uumerously attended Shortly. before 
twelve o'clock the office was given—five in the morning—and the Great Land- 
ing-stage being the place of meeting, where the powerful steam-tug, Speed- 
well, Jay moored, had been chartered for the accommodation ofiutended excur- 
sionists, Allen was the first to arrive, attended by his brother, Tom Allen, who 
lately defeated Bingey Rose ; Jem Hodgkiss, his trainer; and ahost of friends— 
Smith arriving about 6,35. The bigh price of the tariff stopped many from 
enjoying theirintended day's excursion, At 6.45 the prow. of our vessel was 
turned in the direction of the mouth of tho Mersey--the morning being very 
mild and genial. At New Brighton we passed the R.ALS. Arabia, bearing tidings 
of hostillties from afar. The Rock 1 ght was passed at 7.5, and instructions 
were given for the Hilbury Island, which was reached in safety at 9,15, The 
anchor was dropped, and boat launched for conveying the ropes and stakes, 
when a posse of the Cheshire constabulary hove in sight, which necessitated the 
auchor being weighed, anda movemade furtherontothe Welsh coast—the Point 
of Ayr being reached at 10,10, and a landing effected near the same spot as for 
the late contest with Smith and Burgess.

Round 23—Sharp fighting, when Smith slipped, but immediately got up and 
renewed the round, when, after a few exchanges, he again slipped down. 

Round 24—Good right and left-handed counters, and Smith slipped down. 

Round 25—A few harmless half-arm blows exchanged, and Smith slipped 


down. 

Round 26—Both men slipped down, but got up and renewed the fight, and 
some good counters were exchanged, Smith down, 

Round 27—Both loath in leaving their corners; Smith on nose and chest, 
Allen on cheek and ribs, Smith down. 

Rounds 28 and 29, were fought in the most determined manner, each taking 
his gruel with the utmost sang froid, Smith being under at the close of each 
round. Time, 50 mins, 

Round 30 to 37—Smith, who had fallen somewhat weak in the early part of 
the encounter, was now gradually getting stronger, whilst his opponent was, 
on the other hand, getting weaker—his blows lacking steam, and when 
delivered, seemed to leave little impression. During the above, Smith landed 
several times with his left with no return, and his right on the mark, Allen 
invariably landing on the back of the neck and shoulders, and atthe close of 
each Smith was down. 

Round 38—A very good round; Allen, doing his utmost to obtain an advan- 
tage over his opponent, succeeded in getting well on to Smith's physog, but the 
blows seemed to have little effect; Smith planting on the nose and eye, but 
failed in reaching the right optic, and Smith slipped down. Allen's umpire 
requested the referee to caution Smith, which he did, Smith assuring him that 
it was not intentionally that he did it, 

Round 39—Thric e did Smith visit the bread-basket without a return, but in 
the fourth attempt he was met by Allen, and a few counters were exchanged} 
when Smith slipped down. 

Rounds 40 to 45—Were decidedly in favour of Smith, who used to plant his 
left with stinging geverity on the nose and mark. Allen seemingly suffering 
greatly from the body blows administered, nevertheless came up most gamely, 
but could not alter the aspect of affairs, which now assumed a very threaten- 
ing appearance around the ring-side, and, from the remarks uttered by some 
low ruffians, it became dangerous to take up a position in the vicinity of the 
referee, who was not only threatened to be kicked, but stabbed with that 
horrible weapon, the knife—aond this conduct encouraged, too, by men who 
ought to know different. , 

Round 46—Allen weak. Smith, in sending ont his left mawley, reached 
Allen with great force. Allen shot in return. Smith repeated the dose, re- 
ceiving a little on the side of the head in return. Smith again stepping with 
his spikes on the front of Allen's leg and instep, was cautioned. 

Round 47—It now appeared all over, as Smith was quite strong, and both 
hands and eyes well, whilst Allen actually shivered under the deliveries of his 
Opponent, and at the close was forced down. 

und 48—-Allen seemed to shake off a great deal of the faintnesa and 
fatigue he was labouring under, and faced his antagonist with the front of a 
lion, but only to be receiver-general. Smith again got well on the nose and side, 
Allen on the back of the head, and at the close was forced down. 

Rouhd 49 and last—Allen came up game, as usual, and, although he did all 
nature could allow him, he failed in his attempts to get the least advantage of 
his dangerous opponent, who always delivered his left straight on the nose and 
eye, Allen's returns being harmless; and his friends and the mob, secured for 
the occasion, commenced a series of fights}around the ring, Others entered the 
ring, and the referee was forced to beat a retreat, or otherwise suffer himself 
to be maltreated ny, a number of cowardly rowdies. The referee's decision will 
not be known until this day's issue of Bell's Life, our own impression being that 
Smith is fairly entitled to the stakes, as his winning, bar accident, was a cer- 
tainty. Pending the referee's decision, we will refrain passing any remarks 
on the fight; but will endeavour to publish the names of those cowards who 
laid hands on the referee, and make an example of them. 


THE SHEFFIELD RING. 


Tre cutlery blades at Sheffield had quite a fleld day of it on Monday, on the 
occasion of the mill for a score, between Bill Headley (better known by the 
cognomen of Forkey), and Jack Heath. According to mutual arrangement 
there was no nécessity to go to scale, as the lads fought at catch-weight. A 
fixture some 17 or 18 miles from home having been agreed upon, an adjourn- 
ment was duly made to the spotnamed.

thanks to his Emerald acquaintances for their expressive token of regard. Ho 
visited Belfast and Dublin in company with Joe Goss, and the pair were 
assisted by all the local talent, for impulsiveness is inherent in Erin's Isle, as 
well as with the Saxons. Levett, the celebrated pedestrian, introduced Mace to 
the company, and described the numerous trophies he had been presented 
with, from {the.time of his Zingari origin in the “‘meetes and boundes" of 
Beeston, in his native county of Norfolk.
